(•sent annexation agitation, and that la 
that It Is one of tbe most dar gerous and 
disagreeable Issues that can be brought 
More tbe pubte The moral phases of

Many thousands of dollars are saved 
to Me railroad eompaalee eaeb yaar by 
detailing men to look after and ears’ for 
their scrap, tb# pieces of lroo and steel 
tbat fall off moving oars. Mat come 
from abeodooed machinery or from 
broken pieces of equipment, says the 
New York 8 m. 

Almost all of the big transportation 
companies In tbe United States maintain 
wbat (bey call ecrap departments. At 
two or three points on tbe road,generally 
where there are any construction or ex¬ 
tensive repair shops, this ecrap Is gath¬ 
ered from sll parts of tbe system. 

One of the duties of the track walkers 
aad repair gangs Is to pick op and throw 
In little b>-apa along tbe track all bite of 
lroo and steel that may be found along 
tbe right of way, or tbat may be left 
whenever any piece of work to com¬ 
pleted. At Irregular Intervals a scrap 
train to sent over tbe road for tbe pur¬ 
pose of gathering up tbeee odds and 
end*. They are taken to Me gathering 
point and there earefully sorted. 

Some Ingenious mechanise have de- 
vised machinery to separate and handle 
tbeee scrape. After being run through 
a Oort of hopper tbat divides Me smell 
and the large from tbe other different 
etaee. moo are put to work to pick out 
from the various heaps wbat may again 
be utilised. Bolts, nuts, bars, couplings 
sod tbe like, whlob may be used again, 
are laid aside, later to be turned again 
or worked over for further use. The 
refuse, amounting to thousands of 
pounds, to shipped lo some Iron works 
tbat has a contrast with tbe company 
for using all this vasts Iron aad steel.
